Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 
7.—Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt is going to take the 
stump in Indiana this fall for Unit­ 
ed States Senator Albert J. Bever­ 
idge, who voted against the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill, and who is a can­ 
didate for re-election to the senate. 
This was the positive announcement 
by Col. Roosevelt today after Senator 
Beveridge had spent three hours at 
Sagamore Hill. 
Republicans in accord 
with 
the 
present national administration have 
not hesitated to assert that the re­ 
election of 
Senator 
Beveridge 
can 
only be accepted as a repudiation by 
the Indiana republicans of President 
Taft and a full indorsement of “My 
policies,” which have at all times had 
the support of Senator Beveridge. 
Other Politicians Visit. 
There were other political visitors 
at Sagamore Hill today and th*1 lion 
hunter found time to talk with all of 
them. Senator Thomas H. Carter of 
Montana, Robert R. 
Bass, 
who 
is 
seeking nomination for governor of 
New Hampshire, his 
brother, 
John 
Bass; Winston Churchill, the novel- 
ist-reformer; 
Representative Hamil­ 
ton Fish Jr., and James R. Sheffield 
of New York were among the pil­ 
grims. 
Each came 
on 
a 
political 
mission. Senator 
Beveridge, 
Repre­ 
sentative Fish and the New Hamp­ 
shire visitors were in particularly 
v'X*- moods when they returned to 
York. 
Senator Carter, who is a stalwart 
and one of Senator Aldrich’s chief 
lieutenants, was not'in an especially 
happy state of mind. 
“There is no political significance 
in my visit 
here,” 
Senator 
Carter 
said. “I came simply to pay my re­ 
spects to the Colonel.” 
Senator Carter hurried away just 
after luncheon, while Senator Bev­ 
eridge remained an hour longer for 
a heart to heart talk with the Col­ 
onel. 
Senator Beveridge was silent when 
he reached the Oyster Bay railroad 
station, after his conference at Saga­ 
more Hill. 
When he received the reporters at 
Sagamore Hill, Col. Roosevelt gave a 
list of his visitors for the day, and 
concluded his talk 
with 
this 
an­ 
nouncement: 
“William Dudley Foulke and Lu­ 
cian B. Swift of Indiana, who are 
close personal and political friends 
of Senator Beveridge, were my over­ 
night guests. They came here to ask 
me to go to Indiana 
to 
speak 
for 
Senator Beveridge who is a candidate 
for re-election. I promised them that 
I would do as they asked. No time or 
place has been set for the speech.” 
While Col. Roosevelt did not say 
so, it is known that he has not been 
kept in the dark as to the attitude 
which Senator Beveridge took on the 
tariff and other measures which had 
the support of 
the 
senior 
senator 
from Indiana. He said he had prom­ 
ised to go to Indiana to take the 
stump for Beveridge and seemed con­ 
tent to let the announcement and any 
conclusions that might 
be 
drawn 
thereform 
stand. 
It 
is 
certainly 
known that Mr. Beveridge left Saga­ 
more Hill satisfied with his inter­ 
view and with himself. 
If Senator Lodge and Representa* 
tive Longworth are excluded from 
the list, Senator Carter is the first 
stalwart to make the pilgrimage. His 
coming caused a mild sensation in 
Oyster Bay. Why he came no one 
pretends to know. He says he didn’t 
talk politics, but— 
Well, a stenographic report of what 
the Montana statesman said to Col. 
Roosevelt, together with the Colon­ 
el’s answers would, in the opinion 
of others who were at Sagamore Hill 
today, make mighty interesting news­ 
paper copy. It is not believed here 
that Senator Carter will visit this 
neck of the woods again for many 
moons.. 
Those who have followed the pres­ 
e t ; .conferences At Oyster Bay since 


Theodore 
Roosevelt’s 
return 
share 
the bfelief that he has been feeling 
his way cautiously in his attitude to­ 
ward the administration and the in­ 
surgents, but today’s incidents* are 
considered ^he most important yet 
developed. Senator Beveridge is mak­ 
ing his fight for re-election as an 
insurgent. 
He is opposed by John 
W. Kern, who ran with Bryan in 
the last campaign. 
Beveridge Against Taft’s Tariff. 
In his fight the Senator is placing 
himself squarely 
against 
President 
Taft, in so far as the tariff law fig­ 
ures. The law which the President 
has defended as the “best tariff meas­ 
ure • ever” 
is 
denounced 
without 
equivocation by the senator and the 
same 
republican 
state 
convention 
which indorsed Beveridge for anoth­ 
er term virtually repudiated the law. 
In the Senate Beveridge fought the 
bill to the last and then voted against 
it. 
It is pointed out, however, that, 
with this exception, President Taft 
and the Senator from Indiana have 
been pulling together as far as Ad­ 
ministration policies are concerned. 
There has been no break between 
them. The president intrusted to th** 
senator the conduct of two adminis­ 
tration measures at the last session 
of congress—the statehood bill and 
the Alaska government bill. And al­ 
though the Senator worked faithfully 
with the insurgent band in the sen­ 
ate and had a hand in the alteration 
of President Taft’s railroad bill, he 
supported the administration regular­ 
ly in the last session when the votes 
were taken. 
Sagamore Hill was fairly swarming 
all day with men of various political 
persuasion. They came by train and 
by automobile. They talked politics 
all day long, but as they left town 
they were unanimously reticent when 
asked to tell what they knew. Con­ 
sequently, Oyster Bay is envi 
ii 
in an atmosphere of deep mystery.

Washington, July 
7.—The 
latest 
development in the Nicaraguan situ­ 
ation is found in the apparently au­ 
thentic information which has reach­ 
ed the state department that form­ 
er President Zelaya has 
made 
an 
overture of it to Estrada, the head 
of the revolution which is dragging 
along in the vicinity of Bluefields. 
These reports 
come 
from 
several 
sources to the department and are to 
the effect that Zelaya has proposed 
to Estrada to pull off the Madriz 
gunboat Venus and give the insur­ 
gents freedom from interference from 
the sea if Estrada will protect Zela- 
ya’s property in Nicaragua and re­ 
fund to him the first installment of 
$50,000 which Zelaya 
paid 
to 
the 
United States on the Emery claim. 
This deevlopment has some mysti­ 
fying elements. 
It suggests that Ze­ 
laya controls the Venus, which was 
purchased and fitted out by Madriz 
for operation 
against 
the 
Estrada 
forces, and at the same time indi­ 
cates Zeleya’s willingness to let Es­ 
trada have a free hand to overthrow 
Madriz. One explanation offered is 
that it indicates a . defection in the 
Madriz ranks with the ‘navy” favor­ 
ing Zelaya’s interests. 
Bit of History. 
In this connection a bit of history 
came to light today showing why it 
was that in the very midst of the 
state department’s aggressive action 
against Zelaya and the repeated as­ 
sertion that Zelaya was to be brought 
to trial for the killing of Groce and 
Cannon, the United States suddenly 
permitted Mexico to carry off Zelaya 
on a Mexican gun boat and offer him 
an asylum in Mexico on his way to 
Europe. 
It developed that Secretary 
Knox had *a most drastic plan all 
worked out that was to result in the 
capture of Zelaya by the revolution­ 
ists and his trial for murder under 


ly expected result that Zelaya would 
be found guilty and executed for the 
murder of Groce and Cannon. Thi* 
was to he the climax that was ex­ 
pected to strike terror in the heart 
of all Latin-American potentates who 
did not respect the rights and the 
lives of American citizens. 
But for the interference of Presi­ 
dent Taft this plan probably would 
have been put into execution to the 
last detail. Zelaya bad learned of the 
scheme and appealed to Mexico. Pres­ 
ident Diaz, as the head of the strong­ 
est Latin-American country, and as 
a co-operator with former secretary 
Root in bringing about a more peace­ 
ful condition in Central America, felt 
he could not stand for such a policy, 
and sent Mr. Enrique Creel, the pres­ 
ent minister of foreign affairs of 
Mexico, to Washington as special am­ 
bassador to dissuade the administra­ 
tion from such a course. Mr. Creel 
could make no headway with Sec­ 
retary Knox who was determined to 
administer this lesson to Spanish- 
America, and he so notified President 
Diaz. 
^ 
Situation Now Changes. 
Secretary Knox continued in diver# 
ways to mild encouragement of the 
Estrada movement largely by reason 
of which it has bec*n able to hold its 
own about Bluefields. It was recent­ 
ly decided to bring the Nicarauguan 
trouble to an end through some joint 
American and Latin-American effort, 
by which the United States might re­ 
cede gracefully from its attitude of 
thinly disguised enmity toward the 
Madriz government. 
Things appeared to 
be 
working 
smoothly along these lines, when sud­ 
denly today the Zelaya overture to 
Estrada was injected into the deli­ 
cate situation.

Oklahoma City, July 7.—Cotton has 
risen from a point to a point and 
tlyee-quarters in the market during 
the week. This is due to the wide 
damage caused the growing crop in 
Mississippi, Alabama and other states 
in the southeastern cotton belt by 
the heavy rains that have deluged 
that section during the past ten days, 
in many places washing the fields 
away and 
defeating 
the 
unusually 
bright prospects for 
an 
enormous 
yield. There is some talk of cotton 
being injured by a lack of rain in 
Texas and Southern Oklahoma, but 
local cotton dealers are sanguine and 
say that the crop will not suffer ser­ 
iously for ten days or two weeks. 
Best Oklahoma wheat sold at $1.06 
on the Kansas City market Wednes­ 
day. 
The Oklahoma crop, which is 
the fir>t to be marketed, is harvested 
and most of it is moving to market. 
The yield is exceptionally heavy this 
year, the acreage somewhat larger 
than last year and the quality of the 
cereal all that could be desired. As 
Oklahoma wheat gets to m arket ear­ 
ly and is of fine quality, the farmers 
of the state will realize top prices 
for their sales, the 
crop 
averaging 
over a dollar per bushel, according 
to Oklahoma City grain dealers. The 
first Oklahoma wheat to arrive in the 
Kansas City and St. Louis m arkets 
graded at the top and brought $1.06. 
The oats crop is harvested, but not 
threshed. 
The acreage 
far exceeds 
that of last year and farm ers say 
that the yield is the best they have 
ever known in the state. They claim 
that oats is practically a sure crop 
in Oklahoma and say that climatic 
conditions make this a banner oat 
state. Little of the crop has gone to 
market, but next week will see the 
St. Louis and Kansas City m arkets 
receiving heavy shipments of the yel­ 
low cereal from all parts of Oklaho­ 
ma. 


Corn is beginning to need rain in 
all parts of the state. There have 
been numerous local showers, but no 
general downpour. While the crop is 
not actually suffering as yet, it is 
just at the stage in its development 
when frequent showers will cause a 
wonderful promotion of its growth. 


ANARCHIST FLAGS 


A Patriotic Woman Called the Police 
to Take Them Down. 


Pontotoc 


Kansas City, July 
8.— Two 
bright 
red anarchist flags were added to the 
collection of trophies of the Kansas 
City police departm ent Monday. They 
were captured on Bennington avenue 
by patrolmen from No. 7 police sta­ 
tion. 
The police did not know that the 
red flag was being flaunted in the 
face of patriotic Kansas City until 
Mrs. Frank Davis, 1216 Bennington 
avenue, called up the Sheffield po­ 
lice station and told the officers. She 
was imbued with the spirit of the 
glorious Fourth when she walked out 
onto her front porch yesterday m orn­ 
ing to inspect the decorations in front 
of her neighbor’s residences. 
The view on both 
sides 
of 
the 
street to the north of her, and on 
the east side of Bennington met her 
approval, but when she looked south­ 
w a rd on Bennington, and caught a 
glimpse of the two red Sags on the 
front of a residence only a few doors 
from her own, she became more pa- 
trotic than ever, and telephoned for 
the police. 
Two patrolmen were sent from No. 
7 police station. They found two well 
made red flags, 10x14 inches, hanging 
in front of the residence near Twelfth 
and Bennington. There was no one at 
home, and the only thing for them to 
do was to tear down the flags and 
take them back to the police sta­ 
tion. Last night the red flags were 
sent to police headquarters. Several 
calls were made yesterday afternoon 
to the place where the red flags were 
displayed and no one answered the 
door call.

Saturday morning let the street pav­ 
ing contract to the Shelby Downard 
Co. for $S1,6S4.44 while the Dallas 
Paving Company had placed a bid 
for the work at $77,758.70 or nearly 
six thousand dollars below the first 
mentioned company, there has been 
comment among several citizens of 
the town, some Justifying and others 
criticizing the action of the coun­ 
cil. 


As a result a mass meeting of the 
tax payers was called at the court 
house last night to investigate, and 
receive an explanation of the matter. 
A good representation was present, 
but a feeling of reluctance to take the 
initiative seemed to have pervaded 
the crowd. Finally John Beard call­ 
ed 
the house to order and Judge 
Winn stated the object of the meet­ 
ing. Mr. Winn said in effect, during 
the course of his rem arks, that he 
did not presume that there had been 
misdealings on the part of any one, 
but that he merely wanted to know 
why Shelby Downard Co. got the con­ 
tract while the Dallas Paving Co. had 
made the lower bid. 
To this Mayor Little replied in sub­ 
stance that it was because the city 
was honor bound to award the con­ 
tract to the first named party, For, 
the Shelby Downard Co. was already 
under contract to do the work and 
could have held the city to the con­ 
tra c t But there being some techni­ 
cality in the proceedings, which if 
were not corrected was likely to give 
grounds for delay and trouble in the 
future, the council asked permission 
to have this corrected, and, assured 
the Shelby Downard Co. that they 
would be awarded the contract at 
the same figures. Furtherm ore he in­ 
ferred that the city is not losing any­ 
thing because the contract price is 
the same now as it was before. While 
on the other hand the city has gain­ 
ed time and maintained its honor.
